Mallory Hatfield, the daughter of Chery] 
and Todd Hatfield, won a writing contest 
sponsored by Outdoor Life Magazine. 
Outdoor Life is an outdoors magazine 
about hunting, fishing, survival and camp- 
ing. It is a sister magazine of Field & 
Stream, 

The contest, 
Legacy Slam,” had youth write an essay 
describing how hunting was an integral part 
of their family. 

Mallory, age !2, and her sister, Courtney, 
age 14, submitted essays for the.contest.’ 

On the opening days of firearm deer 
hunting season, the Hatfield family is in the 
woods. 

“Every year, on Nov. 15-16, we always 
leave those days open so we can go hunt- 
ing,’ Mallory said. 

Last fall, Mallory bagged a spike horn 
buck on the second day of deer hunting sea- 
son. It was the first time she was able to 
hunt for deer under Michigan’s new 
Mentored Youth Hunting program. The pro- 
gram is designed to introduce youth under 
the age of 10 to hunting and fishing. 

In May, the family heads out to hunt wild 
turkeys on as many weekdays and week- 
ends they can. 

Hunting allows Mallory to bond with her 
father. 

‘J like it because it gives me and my dad 
special time, just me and him,” she said. 

Mallory also enjoys looking at hunting 
photographs of her dad, Grandpa Ernie 
Hatfield, and Great-Grandpa Orval 
Hatfield, which she described in her win- 
ning essay. 

It took Mallory a couple days to write 
and review her essay, which was submitted 
to Outdoor Life in December.

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School 
election 
date 
changed

Along with selecting the United States 
President, voters in Michigan will also pick 
school board members and decide school 
funding proposals in November. 

The Crawford AuSable Schoo! Board last 
week amended its board by-laws and 
school board membership rotation to com- 
ply with state law. 

Public Act 233, which amended the 
Michigan Election Law, requires school 
board clections to be held in November in 
even numbered election years, For the last 
few years, school board elections have been 
held in May in odd numbered election 
years. Before that, school elections were 
held in June. 

The change means the school board posi- 
tionheld by Trustee Sandy Enos will be on 
the Nov. 6 general election ballot for voters 
decide. Although the election is being 
moved up one year, the term for the school 
board seat will remain at six years. Enos 
plans to run for reelection. 

The school district will still have to pay 
its share of election costs. 

Crawford Ausable School District Joe 
Powers said state lawmakers want to see 
more people participating at the polls. 

“They want a greater voter turnout and 
that is why the legislature did this,” Powers 
said. 

Along withthe school. board. seat, the 
Crawford AuSable School District’s non- 
homestead property tax levy renewal will 
be on the ballot. The tax is collected from 
people who own second homes, businesses 
and vacation homeowners. The tax gener- 
ates over $500,000 per year to help fund the 
schools.

The owners of prime 
property in Crawford 
County may face paying for 
costly flood insurance or 
land surveys to address 
flood plain maps established 
by the federal government 
earlier this month. 

A Flood Insurance Rate 
Map covering Crawford 
County was implemented 
by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency on 
April 17. 

Revisions of the maps 
could impact over 500 prop- 
erty owners who own land 
on a lake or the AuSable and 
Manitec Rivers. 

If the property has flood- 
ed in the past, the property 
owner would be required to 
purchase flood insurance to 
comply with federal regula- 
tions. ‘ 

Adopting the flood plain 
maps, which covers what is 
commonly called a 100-year 
flood, has some Crawford 
County land owners crying 
foul, 

Julie Clay, who owns a 
home on the AuSable River, 
said proper notification and 
an appeals process were not 
given to property owners. 

“We wouldn’t have got as 
far as we did because people 
would have been more 
proactive,” Clay said. 

In the area where Clay 
lives, the waters of the 
AuSable River would have 
to rise 30 to 50 feet to flood 
homes. The flood plain 
maps extend well beyond 
their homes covermg the 
roads, which lead into the 
area, 

“If we’re going to build a. 
flood, let’s build an_ ark,” 


* said Joe

Clay said. 

Crawford County has 
been designated with the 
highest risk for floods, 
which in the same rating 
given to the Gulf States 
where flooding often occurs 
due to hurricanes. 

“We're 1,200 feet above 
sea level and we’re on a 
sandpit,” Clay said. 

Sandra Knight, a deputy 
associate administrator for 
mitigation for FEMA, said 
since base flood elevations 
were not established for 
Crawford County, there was 
no regulatory appeal period 
for = property — owners. 
Knight, however, said that a 
meeting was held with local 
officials and an open house 
was held with the public. 

Two areas of concern 
were raised by focal offi- 
cials, and FEMA revised the 
maps last August. 

Data to establish the flood 
plain ;Maps. was (obtained 
from Intermap, a Denver 
based company. ‘The maps 
were based on the use of 
topographic information. 

Crawford County and 
township officials went to 
bat for homeowners, espe- 
cially those considered to be 
in Special Flood Hazard 
Areas. 

“Due to scale limitations, 
FEMA cannot detect every 
rise in tesrain and some

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areas of high ground may be 
included in Special Flood 
Hazard Areas,” Knight said. 

Knight said projected data 
is the only way FEMA can 
establish the flood plain 
maps for a !00-year flood. 

“Because a flood of this 
size occurs at irregular 
intervals, it is not possible to 
base the delineation of flood 
zones on the lack of flood- 
ing occurrences in a particu- 
flooding

ory,” “Rather, FEMA’s engi- 
neering studies develop a 
long-lerm = projection — of 
flood risk.” 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, said local 
officials remain puzzled on

“I wish we had the answer 
to that because this has been 
crammed down our throat,” 
Stephenson said of the

(LOMA). 

Clay and neighboring 
property owners had _ their 
property surveyed _ last 
week. 

“I’ve got better things to 
spend my money on, believe 
me,” Clay said. . 

Clay’s neighbor, Don 
Maciuk, believes requiring 


the stringent flood insurance 


requirements will impact 
the sale of homes and prop- 
erly values. 

“It’s going to be a finan- 
cial hardship and I can see 
more homes going into fore- 
closure,” Maciuk said. 

Marvin Myers, a surveyor 
from Rowe Professional 
Services which has a branch 
office in Grayling, said a 
LOMA is given'a hard look 
by federal officials, an 

“They scrutinize your 
determination very careful 
and how you. developed 
that,” Myers said, 


Meyers was at the 
Grayling Charter Township 
Board’s regular monthly 


meeting last week, when 
two resolutions were passed 
and an ordinance was 
changed allowing township 
residents to purchase flood 
insurance, 

Prior to the implementa- 
tion of the flood plain maps, 
Myers said few property 
owners requested flood sur- 
veys prior to construction. 


Areas, such as around 
Houghton Lake in 


Roscommon County where 
homes and roads often 
flood, would require flood 
insurance, Myers said. 

“The only thing you can 
do there is clevate the 
house,” Myers said. 

Knight said buying flood 
insurance should be consid- 
ered by all property owners 
who live near water even if 
they can prove their proper- 
ty 1s not in a flood plain. 

“Even if the designation 
has been established, it does 
mean the risk of flooding 
has been eliminated,” she 
said. “Flooding also occurs 
in areas designated as mod- 
crate or minimal flood risk 
zones. Therefore, FEMA 
recommends flood insur- 
ance coverage, even if it is 
not required by law or a 
lender.” 

Clay = said = Crawford 
County property owners 
should not rule out mount- 
ing a class-action lawsuit 
against FEMA based on 
their Constitutional property 
rights. Provisions in the 
National Flood Insurance 
Act require the federal gov- 
ernment to reimburse survey 
costs for property owners 
considered to be in a flood 
plain. 

“It’s very frustrating 
when this is going on with 
your property and you have 
no say,” Clay said, . 
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Please describe your 
favorite hunting experi- 
ence in 150 words of less: 

This year | got to hunt deer 
for the first time and we were 
sitting in a blind behind my 
grandpa’s house and on the 
second day | shot a spike 
horn. | was hunting with my 
dad and grandpa and the first 
day we did not see much - a 
few does and fawns and a 
coyote. Then the next night 
we were sitting in the blind 
and out came this spike and 
my dad handed me the gun 
and told me to get ready. | got 
the gun up and saw the deer 
but had to wait for a good 
shot. Finally the deer moved 
and | shot and it fell right 
there. | was so happy and 
excited my heart was beating 
real fast the whole time but 
dad says this is normal when 
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you are hunting and see the 
animal you want to shoot.

Mallory and Todd will hunt 
for turkey, hogs and 
varmints. In addition to win- 
ning the trip, Mallory will 
receive six guns and a 
$1,000 worth of clothing 
and boots from Cabela’s. 

Mallory is looking for- 
ward to her first hunting trip 
outside of the community. 

“ve never got to go on 
these kind of trips before,” 
she said. “I’ve only hunted 
in Grayling.” 

Krabill, who is an avid 
hunter, is tickled that 
Mallory used her writing 
skills learned in the class- 
room and real world experi- 
ences to'win the contest. 

“Because of that, she’s 
winning an experience that 
most people would love to 
have and she’s getting it 
because of writing and for a 
sixth grader, that’s pretty 
impressive,” Krabill said. 

Todd was informed that 
Mallory was a finalist in the 
essay contest and a week 


later, learned she was the 
winner while she was on 
spring break.

Republican leadership in 
the state House has signaled 


the fast track for a batch of 


bills to reduce the personal 
property tax. 

Michigan _ businesses 
would be the main benefi- 
ciary. Local governments 
would suffer the ills. 

According to a descrip- 
tion of the tax package ina 
recent Associated Press 
report, tax exemption start- 
ing in 2013 “would be given 
to businesses and industrial 
and commercial personal 
property with a_ taxable 
value less than $40,000,” 
and eliminating the tax for 
75 percent of industrial and 
commercial tax payers. 

The relief for businesses 
would add up to about $470 
million per year. That’s on 
top of the $1.8 billion per 
year in lowered taxes busi- 
ness pay the slate as result 
of business tax law overhaul 
at the beginning of Gov. 
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Rick Snyder’s administra- 
tion 16 months ago. 

This time, however, the 
direct dollar cost of business 
tax relief comes from local 
units of government, not 
from the state. 

Personal property taxes 
are levied and collected by 
local government collection 
units, just as taxes on real 
estate are, and the money 
stays local to help pay for 
local programs. 

The new state package 
includes no repayment plan 
to cities, townships, libraries 
and schools for any lost dol- 
lars.

Money from personal 
property taxes now goes 
directly to cities, townships, 
libraries, schools and other 
local governments on busi- 
ness and industrial property 
located within their jurisdic- 
tions. 

For many local jurisdic- 
tions, revenue from the per- 
sonal property tax is signifi- 


cant and its loss will be ~ 


equally significant. 

The Snyder tax proposals 
contain no guaranteed ways 
to replace money and ser- 
vices lost to local govern- 
ments, and their leaders are 
vocal about their fears.

TO PROTECT local gov- 
emment from the vagaries 
of future legislatures, the 
Municipal League has pro- 
posed a constitutional 
amendment requiring the 
state to replace money lost 
to local units through 
removal of the local tax on 
business equipment. 

The fears of local govern- 
ments are justified by the 
uneven handling of state- 
local financing over the 
years. Funding promised by 
state law can be and has 
been adjusted by the legisla- 
ture at will, while funding 
guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion can be changed only by 


another popular statewide 
vote. 

Similar amendments 
pushed by special interest 
groups — and in this case 
local government organiza- 
tions are special interest 
groups, as are business 
groups pushing either for or 
against these changes —- 
often aim to solve an imme- 


diate problem by restricting 


how state government can 
operate; but in the Jong run, 
many of these same amend- 
ments, approved at one 
time, hamper good govern- 
ment operations at another 
time. 

For example, the so- 
called Headlee Amendment 
was approved in 1978 to 
establish limits on taxes 
imposed by the legislature 
and units of local govern-

Federal curb of 
animal antibiotic | 
meant to protect 
human health

LANSING -—~ For the 
first time, federal authori- 
ties are banning an antibiot- 
ic in livestock because of 
fears that some human dis- 
eases are becoming resis- 
tant to it. . 

The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) ban 
on cephalosporin will apply 
only to uses not specified 
by the drug’s label. 

“Most antibiotics were 
developed for use in 
humans in the first place,” 
said Steve Halstead, the 
state veterinarian at the 
Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development. 
Many have other uses not 
stated on their labels, often 
due to a lack of research 
funding to ensure the safety 
of those uses. 

Cephalosporin is most 
commonly used to treat 
human infections of the 
skin, respiratory tract and 
urinary tract. It is also used 
on cattle, swine and poultry 
to promote growth by 
killing internal bacteria. 

However, the drug is 
more commonly used to 
treat infections in.dogs and 
cats than in food-producing 
animals. Because of its 
widespread use in veteri- 
nary offices, the ban won't 
apply to pets. 

The FDA said the ban is 
intended to preserve the 
drug’s effectiveness on peo- 
ple. 

But Murray  Borreltlo, 
director of the environmen- 
tal studies program at Alma 


College, said the FDA 
should have gone further. 
“The ban of 


cephalosporin is probably a 
good slart in my opinion, 
but it’s not nearly as far as 


we need to go,” said 
Borrello, who researches 


the prevalence of antibiotic- 
resistant bacteria around 
industrial farms near Alma. 

He’s found more bacteria 
in the air around industrial 
farms that are resistant to 
the antibiotic tetracycline 
than in areas further from 
them. 

The constant addition of 
antibiotics to the feed of

those animals causes a sig- 
nificant rise in bacteria 
resistance, Borrello said. 

He compared that result 
to people taking antibiotics 
when they can do without 
them, thus increasing the 
risk of a more serious infec- 
tion later. 

Tetracycline is the most 
widely used antibiotic on 
animals, Borrello — said. 
Since cephalosporin isn’t as 
popular in animal agricul- 
ture, the FDA ban will 
probably make only a dent 
in reducing :drug- -Tesistant 
bacteria from farms: 

Food-producing animals 
account for 80 percent of 
antibiotic use in the United 
States, according to the 
FDA. Widespread use of 
antibiotics can ajso create a 
higher risk for foodborne 
illnesses from bacteria like 
E. coli and MRSA. 

However, animal use isn’t 
the only reason for the rise 
in dangerous — bacteria, 
according to Borello. 

“The human population 
is generating its own super- 
bugs simply because we arc 
taking so many antibiotics,” 
he said. “So we’re killing 
the easy bugs, and what is 
left are the bacteria that are 
resistant.” 

Still, Halstead said, the 
federal ban makes a big 
Statement. 

“Us a step, and it’s an 
indication that the FDA is 
taking antimicrobial use 
seriously,” he said. “They 
want to get the attention of 
animal farmers and large 
animal veterinarians.”

Melvin K, Nielson, 90, of

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More songbirds found with high mercury levels

LANSING — Scientists 
are finding more Great 
Lakes birds with high levels 
of mercury in them, 

A recent report by the 
Biodiversity Research 
Institute says the increased 
levels are found particularly 
in songbirds that rely on 
insects for food. 

Aquatic birds still face the 
greatest risk for mercury 
exposure, said Joe Kaplan, a 
researcher with Common 
Coast Research & 
Conservation, a nonprofit 
loon research group based in 
Hancock. 

Two factors impact how 
mercury affects a bird, he 
said: the amount of mercury 
it’s exposed to and the bird’s 
sensitivity to the metal. 

Loons will always be 
exposed to more mercury 
than songbirds because of 
their fish diet, Kaplan said. 
However, loons have a low 
sensitivity to mercury com- 
pared to their woodland- 
dwelling counterparts. 

Until recently, mercury 
contamination was seen as a 


problem for water-dwelling 
birds with fish-based diets. 
Studies of mercury in loons 
have been done for decades. 

In Michigan, bald eagles, 
common loons and trum- 
peter swans are the only 
birds routinely tested for 
metals like mercury, lead 
and selenium, said Tom 
Cooley, a wildlife biologist 
at the Department of Natural 
Resources Wildlife Disease 
Laboratory. 

Swans, Cooley said, are 
exposed to mercury because 
they nose around in the bot- 
tom sediments of lakes and 
rivers looking for aquatic 
plants to munch on. 

Using a fluoroscope, or as 
Cooley calls it, “a poor 
man’s X-ray,” biologists 
scan the livers of dead birds 
that have been brought into 
the laboratory. 

The aim, he said, is to 
determine what kind of 
adverse effects or behavioral 
changes the metals may 
induce in the birds. 

Songbirds have not been 
heavily studied for mercury 
exposure, said Allyson 
Jackson, manager of the for- 


est bird program at the 


Biodiversity Research 
Institute. The Maine-based 
organization researches 


emerging threats to wildlife 
and ecosystems. 

Higher levels of mercury 
can cause brain damage, she 
said. And at low levels there 
tends to be a decline in 
reproductive success. 

Kaplan said the reason 
songbirds have elevated 
exposure could be that they 
eat insects associated with 
aquatic environments. And 
unlike loons, they may be 
unable to release the mer- 
cury through their feathers. 

Loons get rid of mercury 
through their feathers, like 
humans do through their 
hair. But for birds with high 
sensitivity, he said, that’s 
probably not the case. 

Mercury can be particular- 
ly harmful when birds 
migrate because migration is 
the most physically demand- 
ing time in a bird’s life, 
Kaplan said. 

The study said migration 
accounts for nearly 75 per- 
cent of annual mortality 
rates among some songbirds. 


Feathers stop growing dur- 
ing this time, and birds must 
complete a migration before 
they can molt and release 
some of the mercury. 

Depending on species sen- 
sitivity, that’s when most 
problems occur. 

The institute said research 
into the problems of song- 
birds with high levels of 
mercury is an on-going 
process. 

Great Lakes bird species 
vary in the degree of sensi- 
tivity to mercury.

Organ trafficking raises concerns amid donor shortage

LANSING — Organ traf- 
ficking is an illegal but thriv- 
ing trade in the world, 
according to Monir 
Moniruzzaman, a Michigan 
State University anthropolo- 
gist. 

He retells the story he 
heard from Dildar, a 32- 
year-old Bangladeshi who 
sold one of his kidneys. 
“When a fox catches a chick- 
en, the little one cries. I was 
the chicken and the buyer 
was the fox. On the day of 
the operation, I felt like a 
sacrificial cow purchased for 
slaughtering,” 

For a year-long research 
project, Moniruzzaman 
hired an organ broker as an 
informant and an organ sell- 
er as a research assistant. 
They helped him interview 
33 kidney sellers in Dhaka, 
the capital of Bangladesh, in 
2005. 

“Their activities frequent- 
ly go unrecorded and remain 
concealed due to illegality,” 
he said. 

Poverty forced those peo- 
ple sell their body parts, he 
said. 

He said buyers promised 
that operations are 100 per- 
cent safe and would be per- 
formed by world-renowned 
specialists. 

The sellers also were 
promised receive “huge 
money,” about $1,300 for 
one kidney. In fact, they 
received only at most $300. 

“Organ selling is illegal in 
every country in the world,” 
Moniruzzaman said. 

In his research, he found 
two Americans involved in 
the organ trade, both as 
recipients. One woman, 
around 50, from 
Washington, D.C., went to 
Bangladesh with a broker 
and found a young man, 
about 23, willing to sell his

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kidney. They flew to south 
India for the surgery. 

The other recipient was a 
Bangladesh-born American 
from New York. 

Federal law allows the 
government to reimburse liv- 
ing donors for expenses and 
offers grants to increase 
donations and improve organ 
preservation and compatibil- 
ity. However, it is still illegal 
to sell or pay for organs. 

According to the 
Michigan Secretary of State, 
organ donor registrations 
were 89 percent higher in 
February 2012 than in the 
same month last year. 

However, there is still a 
large shortage of organ 
donors. 

Currently 113,828 people 
await an organ transplant in 
the United States, including 
2,977 in Michigan, accord- 
ing to the United Network 
for Organ Sharing, a non- 
profit organization — in 
Richmond, Va., that man- 
ages the U.S. organ alloca- 
tion system. 

Joel Newman, the network 
assistant director of commu- 
nications, said, “There is a 
great shortage of donated 
organs. The registries are 
very important in promoting 
advance consent for organ 
donation.” 

But it may be many years 
between a donation decision 
and when that person dies 
under conditions that would 
allow donation, Newman 
said. 

He said many people die 
under circumstances that 
prevent organ donation, 
although donation of tissue 
such as corneas, skin and 
bone could still be possible 

According to the World 
Health Organization, the 
shortage is virtually a uni- 
versal problem that led to 
development of the interna- 
tional organ trade.

LANSING - Failure to 
fully immunize Michigan 
adults has a staggering 
impact on job makers and 
the state economy, accord- 
ing to a.new report by the 


Michigan Primary Care 


Consortium. 

The report, “The Business 
Case for Full Adult 
Immunization in Michigan,” 
closely researched the 
impact of diseases such as 
pneumonia and influenza. 
The results show about $495 
million in annual economic 
costs, including emergency 
room visits, specialty med- 
ical care, lost productivity 
and absenteeism. 

According to the consor- 
tium, for every dollar spent 
on adult immunization, 
$18.40 is saved in the work- 
place and on hospital stays, 
physician visits and more 
expensive and lengthy treat- 
ments for diseases that 
would have been easily pre- 
vented with vaccination. 

Joseph Fortuna, vice pres- 
ident of the consortium, said 
vaccine-preventable — dis- 
eases like pneumonia and 
the flu continue to ravage 
adults across the state. 


“ft results in the need for 
expensive treatment and 
hospital visits while driving 
down workplace productivi- 
ty. Adult immunizations can 
save lives and boost the 
economy, but only if they 
are used,” Fortuna said. 

The report shows that in 
Michigan annually, direct 
costs including unnecessary 
emergency room and physi- 
cian visits cost more than 
$245 million. Lost produc- 
tivity, missed work days and 
other indirect costs account 
for nearly $250 million. 

According to Fortuna, the 
consortium conducts. train- 
ing for health care profes- 
sionals, business and indus- 
try leaders and government 
officials, on strategies to 
increase adult immuniza- 
tion. 

“It is a cultural failure. We 
think that vaccination is 
important only for children, 
but adult immunization is 
equally important and 
something government, 
physicians, health advocates 
and providers need to set as 
priority,” he said. 

Michigan doesn’t have a 
specific adult immunization 
infrastructure similar to its 
Vaccine for Children pro-

gram, according to the 
Department of Community 
Health. 

“We need to pay greater 
attention to emphasize the 
importance of adult immu- 
nization. Health care 
providers need to use the 
best ways to try to demon- 
strate the economic and 
health impact of vaccination 
for their patients,” Fortuna 
said. 

According to Angela 
Minicuci, public informa- 
tion officer at Community 
Health, lack of public 
awareness and providers’ 
recommendations for vacci- 
nations result in many 
missed opportunities. 

“Adults simply aren’t 
aware of the vaccines that 
they need to stay healthy. 
Most specialists who are not 
primary care providers don’t 
always communicate the 
importance of receiving 
immunization during the 
patient’s routine visits,” 
Minicuci said. 

In addition, some adults 
know about vaccinations but 
believe that the vaccines can 
harm their health. 

Russell Bush, medical 
director of the Lapeer 
County Health Department, 
said misinformation about 
vaccines occurs due to lack 
of education. 

“There is not enough of a 
marketing campaign on 
adult immunization. The 
cases that record side effects 
as a result of vaccination 
don’t mean immunization is 
not useful,” he said. 

“We need to educate peo- 
ple on the benefits of pre- 
ventive vaccines,’ Bush 
said. 

Bush recommends that 
every adult receive vaccina- 
tion that protects them from 
diseases such as pneumonia, 
influenza, whooping cough, 


tetanus and hepatitis. 

Bush said the state should 
concentrate more on 
increasing funding for 
health marketing campaigns 
and making vaccines more 
available. 

Lack of insurance cover- 
age is also a barrier to 
immunization, according to 
Community Health. 

Suzette Daly, a nurse at 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan, said 
the insurance deductable for 
vaccinations is high and 
some people think it is not 
worth it. The agency serves 
Antrim, Emmet, Charlevoix 
and Otsego counties, 

“Insurance companies 
should work a better way to 
provide access to adult vac- 
cination. It can save money, 
both for the companies and 
their clients,” she said. 

In 2009, medical officers 
at the agency noticed a rapid 
increase of whooping cough 
among adults and a few 
cases in children who were 
directly exposed by adults. 
They provided vaccine to 
health providers and con- 
ducted education and train- 
ing for the community, and 


by 2012 _ significantly 
reduced the number of sick 
people. 


“Vaccination is the best 
investment in our health. | 
encourage our state health 
agencies, insurance compa- 
nies, local health care 
providers and communities 
to work together to make the 
vaccines available for every- 
one and to build strategies to 
overcome barriers for adult’ 
immunization,” Daly said. 

Currently, Community 
Health provides a limited 
amount of vaccine for 
adults, 19 and older who 
have no insurance or whose 
insurance doesn’t cover any 
cost of the vaccine.

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More long-term 
care options pushed

LANSING - Michigan can improve 
long-term care by providing more 
home and community-based services 
as alternatives to nursing home care, 
AARP Michigan says, but an industry 
group cautions that nursing facilities 
are crucial to the state’s health care 
system. 

According to the AARP, 35 states 
spend fewer Medicaid dollars on 
nursing home care than Michigan. 
Those states’ services include aides 
and nurses who visit seniors in their 
homes. 

Lisa Cooper, manager of advocacy 
at AARP Michigan, said, “Michigan 
currently spends only 21.6 percent of 
our long-term care budget for older 
adults and people with disabilities on 
home and community-based services. 
We spend 78.4 percent of our long- 
term care dollars on nursing home 
care.” 

The report said nursing homes are 
expensive and becoming more so. In 
2011, $80,300 was the median annual 
cost of a semi-private room in a 
Michigan facility. 

Cooper said, “If Michigan were to 
re-balance our system like other states 
to provide relatively more home and 
community-based services — which is 
the setting that people overwhelming- 
ly want — we could save taxpayer dol- 
lars and create a system that is eco- 
nomically sustainable.” 

However, David LaLumia, presi- 
dent of the Health Care Association of 
Michigan, said his organization sup- 
ports the entire long-term care contin- 
* uum but the public should realize the 
major role nursing facilities play in 
ensuring quality care options. 

“Caring for more than 40,000 
Michigan residents each day, nursing 
facilities play an integral role in our 
health care system. Medical care

should be provided in the right set- 
ting, in the right place, at the right 
value for an individual’s medica! 
needs,” LaLumia said. 

As the state struggles with budget 
problems, AARP wants to move the 
discussion of long-term care toward 
alternatives to nursing homes. 

“A long-term care system that 
begins with the individual and helps 
people stay in their homes and com- 
munities can prevent a costly and 
unnecessary stay in a nursing home,” 
said Robert Kolt, AARP Michigan 
president. 

An AARP survey found that an 
overwhelming majority of Michigan 
seniors prefer remaining in their 
homes as long as possible. By one 
estimate in the report, community- 
based services, on average, can save 
$57,338 per participant per year. 

Rebalancing the system would pro- 
vide more substantial support for 
unpaid family caregivers, who pro- 
vide most such services. In Michigan, 
an estimated one of every seven adults 
cares for an adult relative, according 
to the report. 

But LaLumia said, “There is no 
way we are going to meet the demand 
of the future simply by ‘rebalancing.’” 

He said it is a great challenge to 
meet consumers’ personalized 
demands. 

“Currently, our demographics are 
dramatically changing with baby 
boomers turning 65 at the rate of 
10,000 per day,” he said. 

The Department of Community 
Health has five programs that offer in- 
home services. 

For example, through Home and 
Community-Based Waiver Services, 
adults who meet income and asset cri- 
teria can receive Medicaid-covered 
services like those provided by nurs- 
ing homes, but can stay in their own 
home or another residential setting.

Tom Czerwinski, executive director 
at Area Agency on Aging of Western 
Michigan Inc. in Grand Rapids, said 
the average cost for a MI Choice 
Medicaid Waiver client is $52 per day 
across the state. The average nursing 
home cost is $175 per day. 

ME Choice Medicaid Waiver is one 
of the programs offered by the depart- 
ment. 

He said there are more than 7,500 
people are on waiting lists statewide 
for the program, 

Czerwinski said there are chal- 
lenges to helping people transition 
from a nursing home back to the com- 
munity. 

“The major obstacle is housing. For 
many people who no longer have a 
home to live in or can’t afford an 
apartment. Low-income subsidized 
housing is necessary for many nursing 
home transition clients, he said. 

“Clients also need an array of home 
care services to meet their needs, the 
most important part in building a long 
term system is to always keep the 
client’s needs the priority,” he said. 

LaLumia said, “Long-term care 
today is a continuum of services — a 
range of options that have evolved 
over the last decade to reflect both 
consumer demand and public policy 
change. 

“The continuum now includes: 
skilled nursing and rehabilitation, 
assisted living, adult foster care and 
homes for the aged, home health or 
home and community-based waiver 
services. 

He said each plays an essential role 
to meet the varied needs of individu- 
als, and one is not a substitute for the 
others.

The upper AuSable River 
and the Manistee River sys- 
tems - two of the most stable 
systems in the United States - 
both offer catches of native 
brook, brown and rainbow 
trout to the discerning angler. 

Fishing regulations vary 
between sections on the 
rivers, with some areas desig- 
nated for “flies only” and sev- 
eral miles of the AuSable 
River for “catch and release.” 
The majority of the waters, 
however, are open to any type 
of fishing, including flies, 
hardware and bait. 

Hatch activity generally 
begins in early March with 
the onset of spring and the 
emerging Blackstones, 
Hendricksons are usually 
hatching by the opening day 
of trout season. Afternoon 
hatches, with little pressure 
from other river users, makes 
early to mid-May a popular 
time for many fly fishers. 
Other early season hatches 
include the Little Mahogany, 
Little Black Caddis and Blue 
Winged Olives. 

By mid-May, most hatches 
and spinner falls occur in late 
afternoon. The Sulfur hatch 
begins in late May and lasts 
about. two weeks. The first 
week of June is a popular time 
on area streams as the Brown 
Drake hatch occurs. 

Hatches continue through 
May and June, generally cul- 


minating with the “Hex” 
hatch, which is the big 
Michigan Mayfly, — the 
Hexagenia Limbata. This

“There is no better bicy- 
cling country than Michigan’s 
scenic and rolling two penin- 
sulas located in the heart of 
the Great Lakes basin. Plenty 
of trails and pathways chal- 
lenge bicyclists of all ages, 
types and skill levels,” the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
states on its Web site. 
“Michigan’s total coastline 
length is second only to 
Alaska. Michigan also has 
11,000 lakes and 36,000 miles 
of rivers and streams, which 
puts bicyclists, no matter 
where they are in the state, 
within 20 minutes of water. 
Autumn color, fishing, swim- 
ming and boating are all with- 
in close range of the bicyclist. 
Bikes are allowed on all paved 
and non-paved roads in all 97 
state parks and recreation 
areas, Bikes may also be oper- 
ated on designated bike 
paths.” 

“Mountain bike trails, how- 
ever, are different from bike 
paths. While bike paths are 
paved or hard surfaced and 
tend to be quite smooth, 
mountain bike trails tend to 
consist of a more rugged ter- 
rain, characterized by a natu- 
ral soil surface, narrower trail 
width, changing slopes and 
gradients. These distinctions 
should be noted before you 
prepare to take a trip to one of 
the state parks or state forest 
pathways and use the moun- 
tain bike trails.

The upper AuSable and 
Manistee rivers in the 
Grayling area offer some of 
the finest canoeing in the 
midwestern United States. 
These cool, clear, world- 
renowned trout streams move 
along at a steady, gentle rate 
through mixed pine and hard- 
wood forests. 

A day on the river is a great 
way for families to enjoy 
northern Michigan’s great 
outdoors. It is not unusual to 
see deer, mink, otter, beavers, 
ducks, wild turkeys, a great 
blue heron or, occasionally, a 
bald eagle, while on your 
canoe trip. 

Area’ canoe liveries offer 
river day-trips ranging in 
length from two to six hours, 
as well as overnight canoeing 
and camping trips.

very busy at area canoe liver- 
ies, so advance reservations 
are recommended. 

Guests are encouraged to 
dress appropriately. It’s a good 
idea to bring an extra sweat- 
shirt, rain gear, or a change of 
clothing in a secure, plastic 


bag. Visitors should also 


remember stinscreen and 
lightweight, long-sleeved 
shirts to provide sun protec- 
tion on hot summer days. 

All liveries ask — that 
canoeists do not bring glass 
bottles or styrofoam coolers. 

“We have a wonderful nat- 
ural resource in our rivers,” 


according to one local canoe 


livery. “They belong to all of 
us and must be respected and 
taken care of by all of us. Keep 
litter in your canoes and use 
the landings provided so this 
wonderful canoeing experi- 
ence can be shared by all.” 
* * * 

What is disc golft It’s a 
growing sport. Players throw 
discs from designated tee 
areas into round metal baskets 
that have chains hanging 
inside. The chains stop the 
disc and allow it to fall into 
the cage’s basket (the “hole”). 
Like regular golf, the goal is to 
get the disc into the basket in 
as few throws as possible; 
also, like regular golf, each 
hole has a designated par 
score. Players use different 
discs depending on distance; 
some discs are “drivers” for 
long distance, some are “put- 
ters” for short distance, and 
some are designed for middle 
distance. It’s also possible to 
just use one disc for the entire 
round. 

Hanson Hills Recreation 
Area in Grayling has two 
courses: a hilly 19-hole 
Professional Dise Golf 
Association (PDGA) course 
that sends players up and 
down a variety of inclines and 
terrain,: and the new Pine 
Knoll course, completed last 
year, which is mostly flat but 
sends players through forest 
areas with a variety of obsta- 
cles. The Pine Knoll course 
can be played as a nine-hole 
course or as an 18-hole course 


since it has two different sets 
of cement tee pads - one 
short, one long ~ both of 
which offer different angles at 
the baskets. 

Disc golf is free to play at 
Hanson Hills. Last year, 
Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA) officials said 
approximately 40 people 
played the courses at Hanson 
Hills every day. (GRA is the 
governing body for Hanson 
Hills.) According to GRA, it 
takes about 30 minutes to 
play nine holes at the Pine 
Knoll course and about an 
hour to play 18. The PDGA 
course takes longer. 

Disc golf is a sport for peo- 
ple of all ages. 

“Young people, old people, 
men, women — that’s what we 
wanted,” said one of the disc 
golf tournament organizers 
last year. “(Disc golf) is perfect 
for people who don’t have a 
lot of bucks and want to get 
(some) exercise.” 

Hanson Hills has three disc 
golf tournaments slated for 
this year: Rotary Spring Disc 
Golf Fundraiser (Saturday, 
May 19), Rotary Fall Flinger 


Disc Golf Fundraiser 
(Saturday, August 18), Hanson 
Hills Open Disc Golf 
Tournament (Saturday, 


September 8). 

Northern Michigan has a 
plethora of golf course 
options, including three close 
to home for Crawford County 
residents. The county has two 
public golf courses within its 
limits - Fox Run Country 
Club and Grayling Country 
Club - plus Forest Dunes, “a 
membership oriented club.” 

The three area country 
clubs contain golf courses 
which are playable for all lev- 
els of golfers. Any player of 
any talent ability can play the 
courses Crawford County has 
to offer and have fun, 

The three golf courses also 
contain some challenging haz- 
ards to make each round 
interesting. Grayling Country 
Club features standard 
bunkers and water. Fox Run’s 
hazards include marshes and

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Environmental education 


combats ‘nature deficit 
disorder’ among children

_ LANSING — By the age 
of 5, the average child will 
have watched as many 
hours of television as the 
classroom time it takes to 
earn a college degree. 

“In essence, a 5-year-old 
has the equivalent of a col- 
lege degree in television 
watching,’ said Tom 
Occhipinti, the environmen- 
tal education coordinator 
for the Department of 
Environmental — Quality. 
“The youngest generation 
today is not getting out- 
doors at all. They’ve got too 
much indoors to keep them 


busy.” 
Occhipinti’s — program 
produces environment- 


related teaching materials 
for schools across the state. 

Television, computers 
and video games keep 
young people inside at an 
unhealthy rate, Occhipinti 
said. Studies have linked the 
lack of outdoor activities to 
health problems such as 
obesity. 

To address what is some- 
times referred to as “nature 
deficit disorder,’ there are 
teaching supplements thal 
integrate more outdoor edu- 
cation — or “place-based 
education” —— into schools. 

Getting more children to 
spend more time outside is a 
state, regional and national 
effort, he said. 

Place-based education is 


about reestablishing con- 


nections withthe outdoors, 
said Mark Stephens, an East 
Lansing hub coordinator for 
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the Great Lakes 
Stewardship Initiative. 

The initiative, established 
in 2007, has eight regional 
“hubs” around Michigan. It 
partners with schools and. 
community residents to 
expand environmental edu- 
cation and stewardship 
through hands-on projects. 

Students have done 
everything from build wood 
duck boxes for zoos to par- 
ticipate in stream velocity 
management projects to 
clean up riverbanks and 
storm drains. Such cross- 
curricular projects are inter- 
twined with core education 
subjects like math and 
social studies. 

The hubs get children 
outside working on projects 
that they learn from and that 
also benefits the communi- 
ty. In addition to East 
Lansing, they are in Flint, 
Traverse City, Grand 
Rapids, Hancock, Alpena, 
Ypsilanti and Muskegon. 

Funding comes from the 
Great Lakes Fishery Trust, 
an organization thal , pro- 
vides financial support to 
nonprofits and educators to 
preserve Great Lakes fish- 
ery resources. 

Stephens coordinates the 
GRAND Learning Network 
hub. The name stands for 
Grand River and Nature 
Discovery, and it focuses on 
the Grand River watershed 
region. 


The program slarls in 


kindergarten, and the early 
start Jeads to civic-minded 
students and increased time 
outdoors, Stephens said.

Mary Whitmore, the 
Great Lakes Stewardship 
Initiative developer and 
coordinator, said outdoor 
activities and community 
engagement also indirectly 
address nature deficit disor- 
der. 

In addition, Stephens 
cited health benefits to 
place-based education. 

For example, outdoor 
education tends to be 
dynamic, giving partici- 
pants an opportunity to 
move around more and 
addresses the issue of obesi- 
ty, Stephens said. And 
hyperactive students tend to 
be calmer when they’re 
learning outside. 

The results of the pro- 
gram have influenced some 
teachers who now start 
every school day with a 
short trip outside, he said. 

At the national level, the 
No Child Left Inside 
Coalition, comprised of 
more than 2,000 business, 
health, youth, environmen- 
tal and educational groups 
from all over the country, 
are pushing for federal leg- 
islation to allocate more 
funding for environmental 
and place-based education. 

The coalition has mem- 
bers throughout the Great 
Lakes Region. 

The efforts in Michigan 
are unique Stephens said, 
“There are no other states 
that do what we do. We’re 
trying to change the culture 
of schools and its really . 
catching on and gaining 
steam.”
